The undersigned counsel ihonks the Examiner for providing the opporlunily to discuss the Office 
Action ond ihe rcjeclions ihercin. The following remarks arc submilled as a full and complete 
response thereto. 

No extension of lime is believed to be required based upon the filing ofthis Amendment 
prior to the deadline of the three-month statutory period (i.e., December 3, 2004). Authorization 
is granted to charge cotmscl's Deposit Account No. 01-2300, referencing Anorncy Docket No. 
107439^00027, for any additional fees necessary for entry ofthis Amendment. 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 7-8 have l>ecn amended. Applicants submit thai the amendments made 
herein arc fully supported in the Spccilication and the drawings, as originally filed, and therefore 
no new mauer has been introduced. Aceordingly, claims 1 -8 are pending in the present 
application and are respcclfully submitted for reconsideration. 

Claims I -8 were finally rejected under 35 U-S.C. ?J 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
Kuzma patent (U.S. Patent No. 5,78 1 ,901 ), Dependent claims 2-8 depend from indepcndeni 
claim 1. The rejeelions arc respectfully traversed and reconsideration is requested. 

Independent claim 1 , as amended, recites an CMnail sending and receiving system for 
sending and receiving e-mail between communication terminals, where each e-mail message is 
written on a Web page provided by a communication center, and each communication lemiinal is 
provided in a mobile or fixed station, the system comprising a mail generating section for 
generating an c-niail n)cssagc to l>c sent to an addressee; a positional data storage section for 
storing a plurality of geogrophic positional data; and a positional data attaching section for 
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Mliachiiig one or inorc of the i:cogvap)iic posiiional dntn stored in the positional data storage 
section 10 The c-n)ail nicssoge generated by the mail generating section. It is respectfully 
submitted that the Ku7.ma patent docs not disclose or suggest the c-niail sending and receiving 
system, as chiimcd in the present invention. 

Rather, the Kuzma patent is directed to an atrnchmcnt-by-reference e-mai! message 
system. Speciiically* with relerencc to Figs, 2 and 4, the Kuzma patent merely discloses that 
when a user 210 wishes to seiul an altitchmenl llle with an email message to another user 2 1 2, 
the e-mail message 401 is transmitted along with an attachment reference 402 cotnprising a 
pointer (network address) 410 that points to the actual network location ofthc attachment 420, 
instead of actually transmitting the entire attachment illc along with e-mail message 40K In 
contrast to the Knztiia patent, the claimed invention discloses an e-mail sending and receiving 
system comprising, in pertinent part, a positional data storage section for storing a plurality of 
geogranhie positional data and a positional data attaching section for attaching one or more of 
tlie Reofirat:)hic p ositiojial data stored in tlic positional data storage section to the e-mail message 
generated by the mail generating section. Such features are neither disclosed nor suggested in 
the Ku/ma patent. 

Based upon (lie forgoing. Applicants respectfully submit that each and every element 
recited within independent claim I is neither disclosed nor suggested by the Ku/ma patent, and 
therefore patentable and in condition for allowance. Reconsideration is requested. 

It is further submitted that dependent claims 2-8 are also patentable and in condition for 
allowance due to their dependency upon independent claim 1, since the dependent claims UilTer 
in scope from the parent claim. Dei^endenl claims 2-8 depend from independent claim i, and 
thus iitc further limited to additional features of the invention. Therefore, it is respectfully 
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siibmitlcd that ihc dependent claims are palenlahlc over the Ku/.nui patent for al least the reasons 
set ibrth above with respect to independent claim 1. Reconsideration is requested. 

Entry oTthis Amendment after final rejection is (hcreTore submitted as proper in that it 
places the application in condition for allowance. Particularly, the present Amendment is 
submitted as not raising new issues or requiring further consideration or searching. Undersigned 
counsel would accordingly appreciate the Bxaminer telephoning counsel prior to Ihc cxpiralion 
of the six-month statutory period (i.e., March 3, 2005) to indicate the disposition of this 
Response.
